REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims address a 
cone beam, three-dimensional reconstruction method where a 3-D region of interest is identified 
in the cone beam projection image and the image reconstructed at the plurality of points defined 
by the ROI. This feature is neither shown nor fairly suggested in the prior art.
